Dear ones, we have so many 
people that do not read the Bi- 
ble, neither do they go to church 
and when you begin to talk to 
them about their souls and 


‘about holiness they begin to 


fight the way and often I have 
been asked the question, “What 
does Paul say about it”? Trying 
to make it appear that Paul did 
not teach holiness, but it ap- 
pears to me that Paul preached 
nothing but holiness. The first 
thing I would like to call your 
attention to is: Paulin his ad- 
dress to the Hebrew brethren 
cautioned them in particular to 
“Follow peace with all men, and 
holiness without which no man 
shall see the Lord.” Heb. 12:14. 
Then he surely must mean that 
we have to be holy if we ever 
look into the face of our blessed 
Redeemer. “But as he which 
hath called you is holy, so be 
ye holy in all manner of con- 
versation; Because it is written, 
Be ye Holy; for I am holy.” 1 
Peter 1:15, 16. So we can see 
that God commands us to be 
holy and beloved if We are not 
in this state of holiness when 
King Jesus shallascend from 
heaven with ashout and with 
the voice of arch angels and 
with the trump of God, we will 
never be able to rise to meet 
Him in the air but will be left 
here to go through the great 
tribulation or will wait until 
the last resurrection to come 
forth out of the grave, for John 
says, “Blessed and holy is_ he 
that hath part in the first resur- 
rection, on such the second 
death hath no power, but they 
shail be priests of God and of 
Christ, and shall reign with him 
a thousand years.” Rev. 20:6. 

People will argue that we can 
not live holy in this world but 
Titus said, “For the grace of 
God that bringeth salvation hath 
appeared to all men, teaching us 
that, denying ungodliness and 
worldly lusts, we should live 
soberly, righteously, and godly 
in this present world.” Titus 
2:11-12. 

We notice that Paul in writ- 
ing to the Hebrews calls them 


- Holy Brethren. “‘Wherefore holy 


brethren, partakers of the heav~ 
enly calling, consider the Apos- 
tle and High Priest of our pro- 
fesion, Christ Jesus.” Then if 
they were holy why should we 
not be holy. 

Again Paul in writing to the 
Corinthians called their atten- 
tion to some. promises that were 
given in God’s Bible. ‘Having 
therefore these promises dearly 
beloved, let us cleanse ourselves 
from all filthiness of the flesh 
and spirit, perfecting holiness in 
the fear of God.” Paul leaves 
the impression here that we 
have to be holy if we ever see 
God. Then, he tells us to fear 
not man but to fear God, and it 
is He that I fear and I want to 
be holy. God has not called us 
unto uncleanness' but unto 
holiness, then He urges us_ to 
walk worthy of the calling: “I 
therefore, the prisoner of the 
Lord, beseech you that ye walk 
worthy ofthe vocation where- 
with ye are called.. Eph. 4:1. 
Again he said, “Abstain from 
all appearance of evil, And the 
very God of peace sanctify you 
-wholly; and I pray God your 
whole spirit and soul and body 
be preserved blameless unto t’ 
coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 1 Thes. 5:22, 23, 

There could be much more 
said On this subject but let _us 
take God’s Word for it and-Stop 
fighting holiness. I am glad I 
am in this way and stand for 
the truth.

Official estimates on 
social disease, placed the death 
toll of last year at 300,000, and 
one out of every four young 
people affected in various ways 
with social disease; seems to me 
as mothers could pray more 
and cry louder to save civiliza- 
tion from such ruin. While crime 
between 1912 and 1922 in- 
creased 4 per cent, prayer de- 
creased in the homes from 70 
per cent to 20 per cent.

ers would pray, 

Children, Disobedient to Parents 

This looseness in the home, 
allowing the children to rule and 
boss the home, mothers and 
fathers failing God. Is it well 
with the child? confronts every 
father and mother of to-day, (2 
Kings 4:26). When Samuel was 
merely a child he was brought 
to the house of the Lord, (Sam. 
1:24) and was dedicated to the 
service of the Lord but now-a- 
days most of them are brought 
to the house of the Lord for the 
funeral. 

This child is set for the fall 
and rising again of many in 
Israel (Lk. 2:34) and your 
mother is set for no less. There 
is to-day a gulf between fathers 
and mothers and their children 
the child does not get the quali- 
ty of mgther love it needs and 
often the child is left to the 
nurse, or to the _ teacher, oi 
professor, and in many in- 
stances they are immune to 
parental love; thus their lives 
are cold and chilled, and ready 
for the harness of life caused by 
sin, when if they had at the 
proper time, the love and care 
of father or mother or both they 
could have been tempered and 
softened into sweet loving boys 
and girls, and trained for God. 
No hand like a mother’s to a 
child, and no voice like a father 
to a child. Brush their locks 
occasionly, give a little advice 
for coming trials and tempta- 
tions.
